Eighty-five Thousand Dollars. 



Vancouver, Jan. 30.— (Special)— At a 
meeting of the school board last night, 
the estimates for the year were adopted. 
The total amount required is $85,560— 
about $13,000 in excess of the expendi- 
ture for the previous year. Among the 
correspondence read was a letter from 
Lord Roberts, thanking the board for 
naming one of the new schools in Van- 
couver after him. 



THE QUEEN'S MEMORY. 

Monument to Be Erected in Winni peg— 
Canadian Northern. 

Winnipeg, Jan. 30— (Special)— At a 
meeting largely attended by leading citi- 
zens to-night, it was decided that a pro- 
vincial monument to the late Queen 
Victoria would be erected in Winnipeg. 

Tenders are beiug asked by the Cana- 
dian Northern for the building of a rail- 
way bridge over the Bed river in this 
city. 



Cowee, Jan. 30.— King Edward •ar- 
rived here soon after 4 o'clock. Count 
von Eulenbcng, Emperor William's 
grand court marshal, accompanied him. 
A large crowd of spectators was present 
London, Jan. 30— The King of Greece, 
the Duke of Sparta and the Grand Duke 
of Baden reached Victoria station at 5 
o'clock. They were received by Prince 
Charles of Denmark and members of 
the King's household. The visitors pro 
ceeded to Marlborough House. 

During the morning King Edward pre- 
sided at a meeting of the Privy coun- 
cil. The business transacted was of a 
formal character. The King signed 
a proclamation suspending business 
on Saturday throughout the United 
Kingdom. The closing will be so com- 
plete that even restaurant*) and saloons 
will be shut up for four or five hum's in 
the middle of the day. Some cf the af- 
ternoon newspapers will not be published 
on Saturday. 

The procession in London, as indicat- 
ed by the war office orders, issued this 
evening, will be a gorgeous military pa- 
geant. Detachments of troops, with a 
great, number of distinctive uniforms, 
embracing all arms of the service, will 
make a -const! ntly chungiug picture. The 
uniforms of : i! the great armies of the 
world will appear, for in addition to the 
brilliant entourage of visiting kings and 
princely envoys, there will be the mil- 
itary attaches of the embassies and le- 
gations. 

All the field marshals of the British 
army able to endure the fatigue, will 
ride with their staffs. The naval corps 
will also take part in the procession, 
which will be two miles long. 

Londoners are just awakening to the 
fullest proportion of obsequies, and the 
result of the days of mourning, which to 
numerous tradesmen and other* means 
absolute closure, and is causing conster- 
nation. Suddenly to stop every industry 
in the United Kingdom and to turn the 
masses into the streets with millions-, 
hoping to concentrate along the two 
miles of the route of the procession, is 
nil undertaking which has begun to be 
fully appreciated by the police; but the 
public of London is dismayed to find 
that all the great markets, Covent Gar- 
den, Smith-field and others, where the 
food of the metropolis is supplied, are 
to bo absolutely closed at the end of the 
week. 

Restaurants and bars will be shut, and 
the crowds will have to wander in the, 
streets, London is ,i world in itself, 
living from hand to mouth, and the clos- 
ing of the accustomed avenues for the 
supply and dJsnribwtion of food, drink 
and amusement, from! Friday till Mon- 
day will mean n loss and inconvenience 
ilitlicult. to appreciate. London learned 
last year how totally inadequate the 
police and military are to protect, and 
the apprehensions of Saturday's crush 
are enough to appal Londoners; but ap- 
parently those considerations do not de- 
ter thousands from Hocking to the metro- 
polis. 

AT WINDSOR. 

Windsor, Jan. 31.— Rehearsals of the 
distinctive features of the obsequies are 
recurring constantly. Practically the 
whole borough will be draped in mourn- 
ing, whereas, elsewhere, only the route 
of the procession will be thus marked. 
The services in St. George's chapel be- 
gin at 2 o'clock. The body is expected 
to arrive at Windsor at 1:30 p.m. The 
route to the chapel, which occupies half 
an hour, will be lined by troops two 
deep, the Eton Volunteers participating 
with the Guards. The service will be 
the ordinary service \ised for the burial 
of the dead, with special music. The 
choir will sing from the altar steps, 
whence also the Garter King of Arms 
will announce the decease of the sov- 
ereign and all her rights and titles. Ac- 
commodation has been reserved on the 
left of the coffin for the princes. The 
King and other crowned' heads will 
stand at its head. The service on Sat- 
urday will be conducted toy the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, the Bishop of 
Winchester and the Dean of Windsor. 
The Archbishop of York -and the Bishop 
of Oxford will be present. The inter- 
ment on Monday will be conducted by 
the Bishop of Winchester and the Dean 
of Windsor. 

Masses of fiowers, in crosses and 
crowns, from rare blossoms, that are 
the gifts of royal personages, down to 
bumble bouquets sent in by children, 
several thousands of floral pieces, includ- 
ing tokens from most members of aristo- 
cracy, numerous clubs, country towns, 
cities, regiments, inmates of workhouses, 
and even the smalle it nosegays, are 
laid oat for public view, side by side 
with the designs of the great florists. 
Some of the flowers are fading.

Portsmouth, Jan. 30.— The warships 
are assembling for Friday's great navuj 
pageant. The arrangements which have 
been completed provide that eight tor- 
pedo boats will lead the procession from 
Cowee, followed by the royal yacht Al- 
berta, with the Queen's hotly on board. 
The royal yacht Victoria and Albert, 
with King Edward and Queen Alexan- 
dra and the Royal Family; the royal 
yacht Osborne, with other royalties; the" 
imperial yacht Hohenzollern, with Em- 
peror William, the Duke and Duchess 
of Connaught; and the admiralty yacht 
Enchantress and a Trinity House yilicht, 
with the officials on board. 

The main squadron of battleships and 
cruisers will be moored two and n half 
cables iu one line, extending from Cowea 
to Spithead. The Channel flee,*, under 
tho command of Vice- Admiral Sir Henry 
Houldsworbh Rawsou, will form, a sterif 
portion, and the reserve fleet, -un- 
der Rear-Admiral Sir Gerard Henry 
Noel, wall form 'the western portion. The 
foreign wn.r vessels «re to be moored 
southwest of the British ships in the 
order of their arrival aaid alongside of 
them will be moored eight British gun- 
boats, the Antelope, Gleaner, Leda, Rat- 
tlesnake, Alert, Circe, Shipjack and 
Speedwell. 

After leaving Trinity pier, the Alber- 
ta, with her attendant escort, will steam 
along the deep channel between the coast 
of the Isle of Wight and the single line' 
of battleships and cruisers. The main 
line will be as follows: 

Beginning at Cowes: Alexandra, 
Campordown, Rodney, Benbow, Colling- 
wood, Colossus, Sauspaireil, Nile, Howe, 
Melampus, Severn, Galatea, Bellona, 
Pactclus, Pelorus, Diana, Conqueror, 
Arrogant, Minerva, Niobe, Hero, Hood, 
Trafalgar, Resolution, Jupiter, Hanni- 
bal, Mars, Prince George and Majestic. 

On arrival at Portinoiith the royal 
yachts will remain in the harbor that 
night. 

Minute guns will bo fired by all shins 
in the Solent and at Cowes commencing 
when the Alberta leaves the pier; esicli 
ship will be directed to cease firing im- 
mediately after the tail of the procession 
has passed her. 

After the procession has passed, the 
Majestic, the foris and ships in Ports- 
mouth harbor will commence firing min- 
ute guns, and continue firing until the 
Alberta is alongside the wharf. No 
standard will be displayed, and ensigns 
and Union Jacks will be at half-mast. 
The bands are to play the funeral 
marches of Chopin a.ud Beethoven only. 
No national anthem will be played. 

On the approach of the procession the 
ships will be manned and tho guards 
and bands will be paraded. Tho officers 
will wear full dress and the men "No. 
1 rig'' and straw hats. The guards will 
present arms as the Alberta passes each" 
ship, then rest on arms, reversed, until 
the procession lias passed. A detachment 
of marines and the admirals will be on 
board Nelson's old flagship, the Victory, 
lying in Portsmouth harbor, 

All the sea, front and dock yards will 
be manned by marines and sailors, while 
Barrow Island its to be manned by boys 
from the training ship St. Vincent and 
men from tho gunnery ship Excellent. 

The Spanish battleship Pelnyo, Spain's 
representative at the funeral, is com- 
manded by Capt. Diaz Moreau, wdio was 
commander of the Christopher Colum- 
bus, which was lost in the battle of 
Santiago.

Story About Insubordination of West 
| Indian Troops. 

J London, Jan. 30. — The West Indian 
troops stationed at the island of St. 
Helena, where Gen. Cronje and it large 
number of Boers are hold prisoners, 
mrHniod early in the month, raided the 
town, terrorized the inhabitants, injured 
nanny of them, defied their officers, 
and were subdued only when faced by 
tbe muzzles of rides. ' The censor sup- 
pressed the news, but the Associated 
Press has received the story by mail. 

The trouble started with a row on the 
night of January 1 between some blue- 
jackets and a party of the West Indians. 
On the following night the West Indians 
broke out of barracks and raided the 
town witli clubs and razors tied to 
sticks. They ran amuck, cutting and 
beating women, children and men. at- 
tacked the sailors and tore out the doors 
and windows. All the efforts of the 
officers to suppress the mutineers were 
futile. When ordered to the camp they 
refused to obey, and threatened to dyna- 
mite tbe town. 

A strong naval force was then landed. 
Tbe troops were collected, and the 
streets were paraded and guarded all 
night long. At daybreak the troops 
•wero drawn up with loaded rifles in 
front of the place where the West In- 
dians were barricaded. The latter were 
ordered to surrender, and were notified 
that if they did not do so they would be 
fired upon. The mutineers were cowed 
and allowed themselves to be taken to 
tbe camp, where they will remain under 
guard until a troopship shall arrive to 
relieve them.

pnssports compelling official acceptance; 
and that friendly intercourse between 
the missionaries and officials be encour- 
aged, and that relief should be found 
for the suffering native Christians. The 
missionaries earnestly hope Croat Brit- 
ain anil the United States will take a 
leading part in the coming transforma- 
tion of China, helping the rulers to enter 
on lines of reform which alone can stive 
the country. 

Shanghai, Jan. 30.- The North China 
Daily News asserts that while a Quan- 
tity of Chinese gunpowder was being 
destroyed at Shun Kwnn, there was nn 
explosion, and 40 Japanese soldiers were 
killed. 

London. Jan. 31. — "A strong Germnn 
force, with a month's supplies and pre- 
ceded by an advance guard of Japan- 
ese," says a despatch to the Standard 
from Tien Tsin, " has left Pekin for 
Shan Hn.

Steamer Queen City returned from 
the West Coast last night, bringing 
news of Hhe finding of more wreckage, 
but scattered nnd not sulHcienl to solve 
the mystery of what vessel >it has wine 
from. One piece of wreckage seems i<> 
indicate the fate of one of the long-miss- 
ing vessels— the 'ship Andr.ula. Three or 
four days ngo Lighthouse Keeper I>ay- 
kin reports that he found a piece of 
teak, apparently the back part of a 
snip's boat, in which were cut the let- 
ters ANDItADA. This piece of teak, 
which was nicked up by Mr, D.tj'kin 
on Bonilhi Point, is evidently from tue 
hack of one of the boatw of Uie missing 
ship. The Andnada came into the Co- 
lumbia about six weeks ago from Santa 
Rosalia in ballast, and took on board 
Pilot Cordinecr, who was known here, 
intending to cross the bar next morning. 
That night <a gale blew and the vessel 
Vits not seen afterwards. It war? 
thought that she had been driven north 
on the shore Of this coast, but a close 
search made by the Queen City dis- 
proves this. It is considered more like- 
ly that she has turned turtle ami been 
lcet at sea. 

Other wreckage was picked up on a 
small island a mile from Kyuquot. 
There, a pair of oars, lead color, about 
ten feet long, with the letter "II" stamp- 
ed an endh oar, were found. Also a 
bundle of corn brooms, and lumber of 
various kinds, the beaches being flittered 
foi miles, both there and at various 
points all along the Island coast. On the 
• shore near Kyuquot was found more 
.salmon, a number of tins being picked 
up with the other wreckage, all without 
labels. This was picked up by Indians 
two weeks ago. There in no clue to 
identify the vessel from which it came. 
As for the lumber, it is thought that 
the many deck loads washed away dur- 
ing the recent storms contributed a 
great portion of it. 

The United States cutter Grant, which 
linn started on her cruise of investiga.- 
tion, was seen at Clo-oose. and a num- 
ber of sealing schooners were seen on 
The coast. The Arietis and Penelope 
were at Kyuquot with crews aboard, 
ready, the former with 15 and the lat- 
ter with 13, canoes; Oho Otto was to be 
ready in a few days, nearly all her crew' 
being aboard. Ait Nootka, the schoon- 
ers Annie E. Paint and .Beatrice were 
■waiting, the Indians not having made 
up their minds to go out at the price of- 
fered; the AJuoka was in the same pre- 
dicament at Nootka. The Triumph. 
Viva ami Florence M. Smith were at 
Ahousett, getting crews on board. The 
Allie L Algar had four or five canoes 
at Clayoquot; the Libbie and Zillah May 
had eight canoes at Uclulet; the Vic- 
toria was at Dodger's Cove, and the Sa- 
die Turple and Geneva at Village IkI- 
jiiiid, and the Ida Etta nnd Teresa were 
at San Juan, all doing nothing. The 
Ocean Belle was passed in the Straits. 

No ore was brought from the Alberni 
mines by .the steamer, but J?U0O dn gold 
came down from Wreck Bay. Work 
there has been stopped c.n account of 
the h5gh tides. Work has ajso been 
.stopped at the Dewdney Canadian Syn- 
dicate property at Sidney Inlet, and Mr. 
Dewdney came down, bringing the 
stores from the camp- George May- 
nard arrived from the Monitor, II. E. 
Newton from the Golden Eagle, nmd 
.Several other mining men came down.

Tile steamers purchased are practical- 
ly new, two of chew, the Dawson and 
Hamlin, having never been put in ser- 
vice and having never been under steam 
except Cor their trial trips. The McCon- 
nel! and Ogilvie were Ui>ed on the Sti- 
kine river for only part of a season, and 
as they have all been well cared for 
since, the boats are said to be in per- 
fect order. Three of them are Htiii at 
Wrangel and the Dawson is at Vancou- 
ver. 

Mr. Hawkins sent despatches North 
to have the four boats "knocked down" 
and transported to White Horse with as 
Httlo delay as possible. At White Horse 
they will be rebuilt and reconstructed 
ou pla,ns to suit the Yukon traffic. The 
contract for this wor.c has been given 
to Hofius & Co., of Seattle, the plans 
having been prepared by Mr. Alex. 
■\\ utson, of this city. 

The present hulls will be discarded and 
new ones built for each boat, ranging in 
length from 160 to 105 feet. The boats 
will be built on a light draught pla.n, to 
meet the low water stage of .the river, 
SO that with 11)0 tons they will draw 
about thirty inches and not over thirty- 
eight inches, with from 200 to 25(1 tons 
of freight. Speed will be one of the ob- 
jects to be attained, ami each vessel will 
be so reconstructed as to be. equal to a 
speed of from eleven and a half to four- 
u en knots a.n hour. 

Two of the boats will run exclusively 
for fast freight and will carry no pas- 
sengers, While the other two will be tit- 
ted up for about. 200 passengers each. 
Each will have a complete electric light 
plant with searchlight.

Tin: LUMBERING INDUSTRY, 

The. President of the Toronto Board of 
T: >de struck the nail fairly on the ho.-t-i 
■when ho said in his inaugural specrh 
yesterday: 

" We must insist that the Dopiii ii 
Kovernineut shall adopt a tariff against 
lumber and all wooden products entering 
into competition, remove them from the 
free list and relieve the lumber industry 
from the unequal competition of lumber 
manufactured and freighted under inoie 
favorable conditions. 

"To-day labor, machinery n'nJ ni'll 
supplies are higher in Camilla than in 
the United States, and when low I runs 
portation rates on lumber are givo-i 
from the Southern States, wa in On 
tario are plaeed in competition with the 
cheap colored labor of the South: and 
the lumbermen in New Ontario and 
British Columbia are at a disadvantage 
when competing with Oregon and Wash- 
ington states for the trade of ow piairic 
provinces. Advantages given and ravors 
shown by the whole country to Maui'oba 
while a young and struggling province 
are surely entitled to considerat'on, Hud 
that province, now being of age, may 
fairly be asked to adopt a general policy 
of government equally with oth«*r 
provinces." 

I, umber and wood products were 
placed on the free list primarily for the 
benefit of the struggling agricultural 
population of Manitoba and the Terri- 
tories, and the results are everywhere 
apparent in Central Canada. Whore 
the farmer had to content himself with 
a shack are now to be seen comfortable, 
well-built farm houses, barns and 
stables, and the towns have assumed an 
aspect of stability that was impossible 
under the old tariff, which practically 
prohibited the importation of lulmber. 
Great good has been done by granting 
free lumber to the people win, inhabit 
the treeless plains, but that has been 
effaced by the hardship which it entailed 
on the lumber trade of Canada gener- 
ally. The people of the Maritime Prov- 
inces. Quebec, Ontario and British Col- 
prohibited the importation of lumber. 
They wore all plentifully supplied by 
nature with a limitless supply of the 
raw material, and their mills and fac- 
tories supplied all their wants at reason- 
able prices. The result of removing the 
import duty off lumber was therefore 
disastrous to those of their citizens who 
were engaged in the lumber business. 
The United States manufacturers saw 
their opportunity, and used it to the bosti 
advantage. Under their high tariff all 
the machinery used in lumbering, and 
the manufacture of wooden goods, can 
be produced at a considerably less cost 
than in Canada, and consequently they 
were enabled to make the Dominion n 
slaughter-house for their surplus stock. 
The lumber business in Canada was set 
back; less work was done in the woods; 
mills and factories, that had been work- 
ing overtime, shut down o:- greatly re- 
duced their output, and hundreds of men 
were left idle, and their families caused 
to suffer. This state of affairs has 
existed for some years now, and it is 
time that. a powerful body like the 
Toronto Board of Trade should " insist " 
upon the government applying a remedy. 
It seems monstrous that Canada, which 
bus been called with truth a '.'wooden 
country," should be allowed to suffer n 
serious injury to one of her chief indus- 
tries to benefit a small portion of her 
population. If Manitoba and the Ter- 
ritories must have cheap lumber— and it 
is generally conceded that it is necessary 
to their progress — surely the government 
can devise some better plan of securing 
it for them than by keeping a regulation 
in force which is supping the life of a 
great industry. 

Of all the provinces affected by this 
mistaken policy, British Columbia has 
suffered the most. Her position is 
peculiar from the fact that her lumber- 
men must procure a largo portion of 
their plant in the United States. The 
Canadian manufacturers of lumbering 
machinery cater to the Enstoru trade. 



The machines they make are of good 
quality for the purpose for which they 
are designed, viz., to deal with the lim- 
ber of the Eastern provinces; they are 
useless when put to the task of manu- 
facturing the big timber of British Col- 
umbia. The United States machinery 
men learned the necessities of the Vest 
many years ago, ami produce machines 
which are practically unknown in East- 
ern Canada; consequently British Col- 
umbia lumbermen have to buy from 
them and pay a high import duty upon 
nearly every article which they use in 
their business. Under such circum- 
stances it is nothing to wonder at that 
the lumbering business of British Col- 
umbia has fallen to a low ebb. The 
mills have been restricted to supplying 
only a portion of the local demand, for 
with free lumber to compete with they 
find themselves undersold in their homo 
market, and the long haul and high 
freight rates practically bar them out 
from the interior and the prairie coun- 
try beyond the mountains. Mr. Wal- 
die's words will, therefore, he welcomed 
by the British Columbia, lumbermen, 
and they should incite the boards of 
trade throughout the province to take 
immediate steps to co-operate with the 
Toronto and other Eastern boards in 
their efforts to secure such a readjust- 
ment of the tariff as will remove the 
disabilities from which our lumber trade 
is now suffering. 

About a week ago Premier Dun-tmuir 
accompanied a deputation of British 
Columbia lumbermen who waited upon 
the Minister- of the Interior for the pur- 
pose of urging that the same customs 
duties be placed upon United State- 
lumber and shingles entering Canada as 
are levied upon Canadian lumber anil 
shingles when going into the United 
States. 

DIRTY MONEY, 

The Province very pertinently culls 
attention to the dirty hank hills cii cil- 
iated in Canada. The foul rugs which 
pass current are a disgrace to the banks 
which force the public to ham He them. 
Not long ago a bacteriologist t ink 'he 
trouble to examine one of the., pest- 
laden promises to pay, and the n-sult 
was the discovery of more millions of 
microbes than would girdle the earth. 
There can be little question that many 
diseases are transmitted through the 
handling of this dirty money, and sfVps 
should be taken to mitigate the evil by 
insisting upon the banks disinfecting 
their bills or issuing Men- ones eveiy 
time they come back to their hands. 
The extra expense of printing new bills 
should not be considered where human 
life is jeopardized by the circulation of 
infected notes. As a matter of fact, 
the Dominion government is the worst 
offender, for all the bills of small de- 
nomination are issued b*y it and supplied 
to the banks. The government should 
therefore set an example by putting a 
limit on the life of every Dominion and 
chartered bank bill, and decree that no 
disfigured or dirty bill shall he kept in 
circulation. The Medicai Association 
of Canada might properly deal with this 
question, and make such recommenda- 
tions to the government as the result of 
its investigations warranted.

How a Boer Who Aided Wounded Man 
Was (liven Liberty. 

The following is the latest "Hobs" 
story, showing the magnanimity of the 
great man. A correspondent of the 
limes says: Mr. William Holmes, son 
of Lord Justice Holmes, has given me 
leave to communicate a story which il- 
aisLrn.ti s in a very striking manner Cord 
Huberts' chivalrous generosity towards 
a worthy foe. Mr. Holmes is one of 
the many young Iridh barristers who 
joined the Dublin Hunt Company of the 
Imperial Yeomanry and took part in the 
affair ut Lindley. ' In the last desperate 
bayonet chu.rge of the company, the same 
j ii which the son of the Iriwh Minster 
of the Rolls wiu> killed, Mr. Holmes was 
shot through the leg and lay for some 
hours on the battlefield. During all that 
time he was tended by a Boer named 
Yanders-Iuis, who treated him with ex- 
treme kindness, and after nightfall 
walked for four miles in search of a 
wagon on which to bring Mr. Holmes in- 
to Lindley. On the following day Lord 
Mi Union recovered the tow n and Mr. 
Hoinles was given over to ithe cure of 
British doctors and nurses. It was 
found necessary to amputate his leg, and 
hi! 1 a.y for many weeks in hospital. 
.Meanwhile hi.-> friend Vaudersluis, who 
had gone on commando with Prinsloo, 
surrendered with that general, and wn.s 
deported to Ceylon. From there lie ad- 
dressed :i 'tetter to Mr. Holmes in Dub- 
lin reminding him of their acquaintance 
at. Lindley and expressing an earnest de- 
sire for permission to return home. In 
the absence of Mr. Holmes, who was 
stiil in South Africa, the letter reached 
Lord Roberts with an assurance that 
ii.s statements wen- quite correct. Last 
week the Lord Justice received a reply 
in which Lord Roberts said that he ha.d 
read with particular appreciation of the 
Boer's kindness to Mr. Holmes, and had 
given immediate directions that Mr. 
Vamlorsluih should be brought hack 
from Ceylon to South Africa and rein- 
Mated in his fajm.

Natural History Society— Through the 
kindess of Mr. Sutton, the members of 
the Natural History Society assembled 
at his resilience- last Monday evening, 
instead of in their regular rooms, where 
a thorough and instructive examination 
of the vast collection of rock specimens 
and mineral found by Mr. 'Sutton was 
indulged in. In a large room, sur- 
rounded by thousands of carefully 
labelled rock specimens bearing upon 
the subject. Mr. Sutton gave a very in- 
teresting and practical address upon the 
geological structure of this island, which 
included a graphic account of the age 
uf tremendous volcanic upheavals, the 
period of rest when luxuriant vegetation 
prevailed which formed the material for 
our vast coal measures, this in turn to 
be submerged to a great depth, over I 
which a layer of sandstone was formed, 
then a steady upheaval until the stored- 
up energy of the submerged vegetation 
again came to the surface, this time in 
the form of coal for the use of man. 
Mr. Sutton also practically demonstrat- 
ed, by means of a powerful microscope, 
how the exact composition of any rock 
can be obtained by taking a small por- 
tion and grinding it upon a revolving 
Hal surface until it becomes transparent. 
This is mounted on glass, when it can 
be minutely analyzed under a powerful 
microscope. Before the meeting ad- 
journed, the president, Dr. Neweombo, 
tendered Mr. Sutton a hearty vote of 
thanks for bis valuable address, and the 
hospitality extended to the society.

Death Was 



Schooner feund Wrecked on Dun- 
das Island With Two Men 
Dead on Board. 



Hermann Wooster Drowned in 
the Skeena—Black Sand at 
Cape Commerell. 



News was 'brought by the steamer Wll- 
lnpa, which returned from northern lirl- 
tlBh Columbln ports yesterday, of wreck 
and death us a result of the recent storms. 
On January 2i two Indians urrlred at Tort 
Simpson and reported to Mr. John Flewin, 
the governfent ofllcer there, that they had 
found at Duudas Island, the previous day, 
a. schooner drifting, with the body of one 
white man in the cabin, lyiuc with one 
arm hanging over the hatchway, und with 
a life belt around his waist, and lashed 
to the rleglui; was the body of another 
unfortunate and unidentified white man. 
The wrecked schooner was u small vessel 
belonging to Point Roberts. Little was 
known of her up the coast, other than that 
she bad been seen at some of the ranehenes 
trading with the Indians. It Is thought 
that the two dead uitu found on the wreck 
ed craft did not comprise the entire list 
of dead as a result of the wreck, for, ac- 
cording to the story of the Indians, there 
were clothes .found, indicating that three 
men had been on the schooner just prior 
to the disaster, and on the beach ut Dun- 
daB Island, the Indians reported, were 
clothes of children. Other than the fact 
that the clothes were "teuass," nothing 
could be learned from the Indians, nor was 
It possible to Und out from their story how 
tie schooner had met dlsaster.and when. On 
January 2't Mr. Flewin left I'ort Simpson 
for where the schooner lay on the shore of 
Duudas Island with her ghastly ship's com- 
pany, to investigate the wreck and Und 
nil particulars possible how the unfortun- 
ates had met death. Until the return of 
Mr. Flewin, which was not looked for for 
sometime after the WiUnon sailed. It was 
not possible to learn more particulars of 
the disaster. 

News of another deatli in the storm was 
brought by the Willaoa,, the victim being 
In this case Herman Wooster. who was 
for some time in the employ of Peter Hnr- 
miinn, on the Skeona. The unfortunate 
man left Port Simpson in a skiff on Janu- 
ary 12, to tro to his sloop, which was an- 
chored in Georgetown bay. He never 
reached the sloop, and nothinc more was 
heard of him until his body was found Moat- 
ing with the feet on tho surface.' and the 
head downward on January 21. His wife 
had been on the sloop for which he start- 
ed, and had remained day after day await- 
ing him until the 20th. when, becoming 
alarmed, she went to I'ort Simpson and 
reported bis absence to Government Agent 
Flewin. He at once organized a search 
party, and on the following day the body 
of the unfortunate man was found floating 
nt the end of Cnnnlntrhnm's passage, gum 
boots up, the boots having apparently 
tilled with nlr and kept the head of the 
drowned man down, when he fell overboard 
The sklfl' In which he had started for the 
sloop was found adrift some time later. 
The body was taken to Port Simpson anil 
Interred bv the townspeople on January 
122. in St. Katherlne's cemetery. 

Among the passengers who arrived by 
the Wlllapa were two outfits who have 
been working black sand placers at Cape 
Commorell, nt the extreme northwest of 
Vancouver Island. Although the placers at 
the cape are not n new discovery, wages 
Ore still being taken from them, rind it 
was thought by .Messrs J. E. Doyen and 
F. R, Reed, who returned by the Willnp '. 
from there, that rich returns could be had 
with a new machine for saving gold from 
sand which they recently invented.

DONNELLY. CRYPTOGRAM 

Ais.i Something About Other Cryptograms 
and Their Messages.

Ignatius Donnelly must have had some 
elements of genius about him. for he made 
a great many people believe that Bacon 
wrote the plays of Shakespeare. Tlie idea 
bad been propounded by others before, but 
u remained for the Minnesota politician to 
make it popular. This he did by working 
out I he Baeon cipher. 

According to ills theory Bacon desired to 
conceal and also to disclose his authorship 
anil wldle he allowed Shakespeare to claim 
the authorship he distributed words and 
phrases through the text In such a manner 
that they could be separated by some math- 
ematical formula and made to confess Ba- 
eon as the writer of the work. Mr. Don- 
nelly had such success In establishing this 
doctrine that In a later work he elicited 
from the Shakespeare plays man:' interest- 
ing statements relating to the life of Bacpn 
and his contemporaries. The Donnelly 
books had a great run, und probably made 
as many converts as the "ldentlllcntions 
bv which the Scriptures wore made to allow 
that the British people wen: tlie lost ten 
tribes. If anyone would take the time be 
could apply the Donnelly method to prove 
that any given person wrote any given 
work, as that Aristophanes wrote the "Song 
of Solomon," or Mark Twain is tile author 
of "Natural Law lu the Spiritual World," 
or that the Declaration or Independence bus 
the same author us Tristan] Shandy. Tlie 
cipher method could easily show that Mr. 
Tartc wrote "Never Too Late to Mend." 
that I'aul Kruger Is the author of "Trilby" 
and that the last papal encyclical Is from 
the pen of ex-Mayor Sears. There Is noth- 
ing surprising in the fuel, that Donnelly 
could Invent and apply the cipher. The 
wonder is that any one would be persuaded 
to attribute "Othello" or "King Lear" or 
"Macbeth" to the author of the "Advance- 
ment of Learning." Most of the converts 
may not be hampered by much acquaintance 
with the plays, or by any knowledge of 
Bacon's treatlces. But that anyone who 
has even a dim appreciation of tlie Intel- 
lect which produced the plays should sup- 
pose that the author would mix up the Don- 
nelly cryptogram with bis dramas Is one 
or the wonders of the century that Is gone. 
Yet the disciples Included certain men of 
reputed scholarship. These might have rend 
Hawthorne's rather melancholy account of 
the English ladv who lost her mind over 
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her struggles with the Baconian origin of 
Shakp—'eare's plays. The poor girl, who 
belonged to a generation before Donnelly, 
d'd not degrade her theory with u crypto- 
gram, und so no one gnve heed to her. 

Of course the fascinating Shakespeare 
cryptogram could not remain where the 
Minnesota Populist left !t. A. Mighigun phy- 
sician has published some volumes which 
halve also been taken serio usly. He is more 
mechanical In his method tbun Donnelly, 
and more sweeping In his conclusions. Dr. 
Owen, of Detroit, discovered that bacon's 
words and lines recurred according to a law 
so mechanical that a machine could be 
made to (leepher It. So he had nil the 
works that Bacon wrote, printed on slips 
corresponding with the early editions. 
These slips were passed over a graduated 
cylinder, which marked the concealed 
phrases and made out the cypher story. It 
Is thus found that Bacon not only wrote 
Shakespeare, but Spencer's Faerie Queen; 
l'eelc's works. Murlow's plays, all of Beau- 
mont und Fletcher, all of Ben Johnson and 
of Green, und Burton's Anatomy of Mel- 
ancholy, This appears to be quite u contract 
for Lord BacOn, In addition to the volumes 
which he acknowledged, and the amount of 
official und professional business wllloll he 
hud on hand. What made his life more 
strenuous was the labor involved in building 
up all these treatises, poems and plays 
around a cipher which. Itself, according to 
Donnelly, told several stories, and, accord- 
ing to Dr. Owen, contained an account of 
the character of Queen Elizabeth, a history 
ot the Spanish Armada, and a vast number 
of Important disclosures, as, for Instance, 
the confession of Queen Elizabeth that she 
was married to Lecestcr and that Bacon him 
self was her son bv that marriage. TIiIr Is 
nil ridiculous enough, but It is a pathetic 
fact that the Owen story has had a run 
something like that or the Donnelly hooka. 

There Is something alluring about a 
cryptograph theory. A distinguished Can- 
adian scientific scholar and teacher took oc- 
casion some years ago to expose the alleged 
unfairness of the Canadian ease as present- 
ed to the Halifax fishery commission In 
LSTt!. He contended that the Canadian sta- 
tistics or fishery production were till cooked 
for the purpose or gaining an advantage 
over the United States, and worked out n 
theory to show that the figures were nrbl^ 
trary and Qctltlous. and were built up on a 
crytograph plan. He produced astonishing 
results by combinations or these figures, 
such as adding the digits crosswise, and bv 
showing relations between sets or returns 
Which were supposed to have no connection 
With each other. Havln-r provnil In this 
way thai the statements were manufactured 
by nn Ingenious plan the critic carried th's 
II enquire Into the then current

He con- 
cluded, and published n pamphlet to show 
thai the public accounts of tho country 
were ull bogus, and that this Qctltlous sys- 
tem hud begun with the attempt to deceive 
the people of the Bnltoil States. This was 
n mathematical application or the Donnelly 
theorv. It was eonnllv p'nusiblo, equally 
Ingenious and equally Illusory.

FRENCH PUNISHMENT. 

Brutal Methods of Dealing With Small 
Offenders. 

From Favorite Magazine. 

Officially speaking, there is no corporal 
punishment allowed in the French 'army, 
but noor little "Dumanet," or "Picton," 
as the French Tommy Atkins in called, 
knows painfully better when he has once 
forcibly joined the colore*. Here, in Eng- 
land, we consider flogging the only form 
of corporal punishment, but, as the say- 
ing goes, there are move ways of killing 
■•>. dot? than by hanging him, and Duman- 
et, as well as Picton, soon finds it out. 
An officer will frequently say to a cor- 
poral or a sergeant: "You lia.vo here a 
man who has done so and ee; it would 
do hiru good if he were tossed in a blan- 
ket." The officer then turns on his heel, 
and the official hint is not forgotten. The 
wretched man, for whatever trivial of- 
lence he ban committed, is thrown by his 
comrades into n blanket, with jack-boots, 
sabres, spurs, bayonets, and suchlike, 
and tossed in the air until he is half- 
dead. This proves to be great sport if 
the man in howling with pain, and if the. 
"comrades" are half-drunk. However, 
this diversion seems not to be ho much 
in favor now, as the attention of the mil- 
itary authorities has been called to some 
cases •where the victim dared to die from 
his injuries. 

In some barrack rooms a favorite form 
of punishment for a man of whom bin 
comrades' have to complain is to hang 
liim up to the ceiling by his heels, and 
then to cob him with a sword-bayonet. 
But corporal punishmfeuts are inflicted 
more especially on the Algerian troops, 
when the men are more freely at the dis- 
posal of their superior tormentors and 
far away from any one who could take 
their oases in hand. They are almost 
entirely at the mercy of their chiefs, 
cither officers or non-commissioned ofll- 
cers, ■whoso wits are more or less sodden 
with all kinds of alcohol, particularly ab- 
sinthe. 

•The Silo was at one tint" much in vogite 
among the penal refinements in Algeria. 
It consisted in putting the men in deep 
lioles, in the shape of a reversed funnel, 
dug in' the ground by the Arabs to pre- 
serve corn. They were loft there for 
days with hardly anything to eat or 
drink, and exposed all the time to- the 
heat of the sun, while at night the place 
was unbearable for cold. Many have 
died from hunger, thirst, or cold, almost 
entombed alive, while others have be- 
come insane. These repeated facts open- 
ed the eyes of the military authorities, 
who have tried to abolish thus cruel pun- 
ishment. However, it still exists in the 
southern and isolated parts of Algeria, 
where no eye can see. 

Seme years ago Prince Piguatelli d'Ar- 
ngon. a .young Spanish noble, ran awny 
to Algeri i to join the Foreign Legion, 
that refugium poccatortini. as ho was 
tired of I fo, hOiving been disappointed in 
n love nf iiir. His friends announced JiiS 
arrival r i the French military authorities, 
but the disappointed lover never present- 
ed himself. At last a soldier suggested 
that pSrliaps a traveller who could not 
Bpeak much French, and had come into 
camp some five days before to enlist in 
the Foreign Legion, was a prince. The 
sergeant to whom the stranger had spok- 



en woe drunk at the time, and becoming 
annoyed at the Spaniard's broken 
French, had ordered him to be placed 
iu a "vilo" without more ado. Here the 
unfortunate prince remained without eat 
ing or drinking for two days, and then a 
good-hearted sentry broke the rules anQ 
gave him some bread for fear he might 
be starved to death. As soon as he was 
released, the priuce started for Spain, 
completely cured of his love affair and 
his marital determination. Another 
corporal punishment which was greatly 
in favor in Algerin, even as late as the 
"seventies," was the Carcan. A piece 
of wood, generally the trunk of a tree, 
v,-as used; the man -was laid on it ,so 
that the middle of his back would be 
resting on the wood bringing the head 
and feet down to the ground, and then 
his stretched wrists were attached to an 
iron bar, and his feet to another. The 
body, placed face upwards, -was during 
the whole time of the punishment ex- 
posed to the terrible ardor of the sun. 
Some men have been kept in such a tor- 
turing position for as much as twelve 
hours at a stretch. The Crapandine is 
aiso frequently used, even at the pres- 
ent time, in all French colonies, 
amongst the colonial troops. It consists 
of throwing the man face downwards 
and tightly tying his wrists and ankles 
with ropes behind his back, in hucIi a 
way that wrists and ankles are joined 
together.

WEEKLY WEATHER SYNOPSIS. 

Meteorological Office, 

Victoria, Jan. 23 to 20. 
During the first four days of this week 
the sky was chiefly overcast and the wea- 
ther generally gloomy, though as far as this 
portion of Vancouver Island was concern- 
ed, there was little rain. These weather 
conditions were caused by the passage of 
several ocean low barometer areas across 
the northern portion of this province, while 
further south the barometer remained com- 
paratively high. During Friday and Sat- 
urday an important high barometer area 
slowly spread to the North Pacific States 
from the Pacific, which caused line wea- 
ther south of its centre and continued 
cloudy, showery weather from the Straits 
of Fuca northward, and snow between 
the Ranges. During Sunday tills high area 
continued Its northerly course, until by 
Monday it was centred over the Lower 
Mainland and Vancouver island, where the 
weather became line and frosty. By the 
Tuesday morning tills area was centred 
over Cariboo, and beautiful clear frosty 
weather and northerly w'nds prevailed 
throughout the Pacific Slope, extending to 
California. 

With the exception of a moderate wester- 
ly gale at the. mouth of the Straits of Fuca 
during the afternoon of Thursday, the 
24th, there has been n remarkable absence 
of high winds along the Coast, the force 
seldom exceeding light or moderate, and 
the prevailing direction was north and 
east. During the week several light snow- 
falls occurred in Cariboo, while immediate- 
ly to the eastwa-d of the Rockies in Al- 
berta the weather has been phenomenally 
mild for this season of the year, the tem- 
perature rising to c r above 40 upon four 
days, and not once falling to below 10. 
The weather was also comparatively mild 
throughout the other portions of the Ter- 
ritories. In .Manitoba It was colder though 
the lowest temperatures reported were 
only 20 and 28 below zero. 

At Victoria 14 hours and 10 minutes of 
bright sunshine were recorded, and only 
.12 Inch of rain. The highest temperature 
was 48, on the 20th; and the lowest, 31, 
on the 35th. , 

New Westminster reported .03 Inch of 
rain; highest temperature 44, on the 28th 
and 2!>tb; und the lowest 20. on the 28th. 

Kamloops had not a measurable amount 
of rain or snow: the highest temperature 
was 3S. on the 2Stli; and the lowest 20, on 
the 28th. 

Barkervllle reported 1.9 inch of snow: 
hl"best temperature 38, on the 27th: and 
the lowest 4. on the 23rd.

Yesterday's proceedings In the famous 
Le Hoi case were full of interest. .Mr. 
Mackintosh was placed on the stand by 
the defence and told their side of the story 
In the examination by Mr. Davis. In the 
afternoon lie was taken in baud by Mr. 
Bodwell and subjected to a severe cross- 
examination. 

The examinations under coinmlsslo of 
Whltaker Wright were put In by Mr. 
Davis at the morning session. The evi- 
dence of Wright was to the effect that at 
no stage of the negotiations was It under- 
stood in London that the Feytons were to 
receive more than $0 for their shares. 

Upon being called to the stand. Mr. 
Mackintosh stated that he ceased repre- 
senting the It. A. C. as a resident director 
lu May, 1800. The mooting with the Pcy- 
tons at Spokane on the 25th of May. 189S. 
arose out of repeated requests made by 
Valentine Peyton, urging the purchase of 
(ho majority stock. The interview was 
not a strictly business one. The attitude 
of the Turners. Whltaker Wright and lo- 
cal Issues was discussed. Regarding the 
sale of the majority stock, witness had 
reminded those present that he had no 
authority to moke a binding agreement 
with them, lie said he would cable to 
London nnd ask for Instructions. The 
cable was sent, but the reply to the same 
was not to he found. 
At this stage the court rose for lunch. 
AFTERNOON SESS ION. 

Resuming In the afternoon. Mr. Mackin- 
tosh was questioned by Mr. Davis regard- 
ing the sending of the cable to London, 
which closed the deal. He could not Und 
ui e.-ib.e H'tucti he had received from Lon- 
don, but bad a copy of it In a communica- 
tion to the manager of the B. A. O. to 
London. He could say positively what 
the sense or the entile was. After receiv- 
ing it he met Messrs. Wukclleld. Williams, 
Valentine Peyton, Henley, Heyburn and 
Armstrong. They discussed the agreement 
to transfer a majority of the Le Hoi shares 
to the li. A. O. Valentine Peyton said he 
could deliver 200,000 shares, although thev 
controlled but 240,000. There was a 
lengthy discussion, in which witness said 
I he would do nothing about buying the Tur- 
ner Interests without consulting those 
present at the meeting. 

The agreement, which was drawn anil 
signed by him. contained all the terms 
arrived at. lie returned lo liosshind next 
morning. Witness denied that he hail 
agreed to pay the Peytoun inure than $U 
pur share, nor had he ever done go. On May 
and May 2f. he had cabled Whltaker 
Wright, telling him Le Itol shareholders 
were dissatisfied. 

(in 25th June, at Spokane, he did not. 
as alleged by Col. Peyton, agree to pay 
him more than SO, nor did he commit him- 
self on any occasion to consent to pay 
the majority shareholders more than ?0. 
He had no authority to make such iui 
agreement. He never made any contrnct 
which he did not report to the head office. 
He had never heard of an abandonment 
of tli,. agreement of May 27. He cabled 
London asking for $750,000— this represent- 
ed 50 per cent, of the amount secured from 
(he Peyton majority. He afterwards ask- 
ed for $350,000 more — as It had been sug- 
gested to ldni that he could get control of 
the board of directors by being prepared to 
pay nearly all the money at once. He re- 
ceived an answer to those cables on Tues- 
day afternoon, advising him in view of 
possible legal complications, to postpone 
negotiations until .Mr. Whltaker Wright's 
arrival at Rossland. He arrived at no 
agreement with the Peytons on the 28th 
of June. lie denied that he asked the 
Peytons to keen anything from Judge 
Heyburn. Witness went direct to Hey- 
burn's after the meeting In Warren's of- 
flco, anil told him of tile agreement. Lute 
In November. 1898, he- was given author- 
ity to purchase Le Ilol shares at u qreater 
figure than $0. When he went to Spokane 
in September, he went to Judge Hoy-burn's. 
He saw Col. Peyton and talked with hint 
three times; at the first meeting he told 
him he heard there were other parties 
lonkln- to binding the minority. Witness 
told him he would not buy the Turner In- 
terests at a greater figure than that paid 
himself (Col. Peyton). That same after- 
noon he saw- Col, Peyton again at: his of- 
fice; Williams was present. There was a 
letter on th,' desk and he read it, and said 
"That's all right; now I'll begin work." 
He suggested Col. Peyton sending a cable- 
gram to Whlttaker Wright, telling him 
that] the matter had been settled. He 
wrui'e It out, making the code words and 
translation, and kept a copy (.copy pro- 
duced). It advised that the Turner Inter- 
ests be bought to avoid complications. Pey- 
ton signed It. After this transaction, he 
signed it and put It in his pocket. At the 
time he read It there were two tinges. The 
letter as exhibited was not read over to 
him hi its entirety. The last clause had 
never been read to him until long after- 
wards, when examined by Mr. Bodwell on 
a previous occasion In this suit. 

Witness denied the evidence of (lie Eng- 
lishes, that he had mentioned to them 
that he had agreed to pay the Peytons as 
much us the Turners. He never entered 
Into any contract, on behalf of the It. A. 
0. without an agreement in writing. Wlt- 
nea contradicted seriatim the statement 
witnesses oil behalf of the plaintiff. 

Mr. Bodwell, then proceeded to cross- 
examine Mr. Mackintosh. Witness ad- 
mitted he might have got the letter at tho 
hotel. Afterwards lie remembered, by re- 
freshing his memory, that he had got the 
letter In Mr. Peyton's office. He admitted 
having asked Col. Peyton for three or four 
lines, and remembered having said he was 
surprised at seeing the letter one of three 
tinges. 

Mr. Bodwell asked witness If he sug- 
gested that the latter clause In the letter

CAPT. DEBNEY DEAD. 

Well Known Master of Pacific Coast 
Company's Steamers. 

The death of Cnpt. Gerard Debney, 
one of the best-known mariners on the 
Pacific Coast, is announced in n de- 
sr. :i tch from San Francisco. Cant, 
Debney died at San Francisco at the 
age of 0o years, from u complication of 
Stomach troubles. Few master marin- 
ers were better known in this port, than 
Cnpt. Debney. For more titan a quar- 
ter of n century he commanded vessels 
of the Pacific Coast Steamsh.'p Com- 
pany, running north or south- from San 
Francisco. 

Cnpt. Debney entered the service of 
the Pacilic Coast Steamship Company 
127 years ago. Upon his retirement lo 
months since, be was the commodore 
captain of the Hoot, handing over that 
ling to Cnpt. Alexander. For three 
years prior to bis shipping with the com- 
pany whoso officers und employees on 
land and sea mourn his death, lie was 
captain of a schooner carrying powder 
between Santa Cm/, and San Francisco. 

Capt. Debney was a seaman, with the 
record of never having lost a ship. He 
commanded the State of California for 
14 years, principally between San Fran- 
cisco and Portland. Other vessels of 
which he was master wore the St. Louis, 
Ancon, Queen of the Pacific. Constan- 
tine, Corona and City of Puebla, next to 
his last command. 

It was in connection with his master- 
ship of the Puebln that the people of 
Victoria best remember Capt. Debney. 
The Puebln, under Capt. Debney's com- 
mand, made a record run, which has 
never been broken, between San Fran- 
cisco nnd Victoria, doing the time in 47 
hours and 20 minutes.

Mr. Bodwell submitted the witness to 
a severe bombardment c owsfions regard- 
ing his relations with Col. Peyton before 
and after the commencement of the suit. 
He was suspicious of Col. Peyton. That 
was true on the Kith of September— or dur- 
Ing the slimmer.
